Wear sneakers of rubber-soled 
shoes and take a hammer if 
you take this trip, to the Ring­ 
ing Rocks, in Bridgeton Town­ 
ship, Upper Bucks County. 
The area consists of several 
acres of rocks, ranging from 50 
pounds to several tons, most of 
which ring when you tap them. 
In 1890 an octave of ringing 
rocks were collected from the 
pile and featured in a concert 
along with a brass band. 
The Bucks County Historical 
Society acquired the Ringing 
Rocks in 1918 and last year gave 
it to the county, for a county 
park. On a Saturday or Sunday 
afternoon in spring or summer 
the rock field can be heard 
chiming from the hammers of 
scores of interested visitors.

HOLLYWOOD, Calif. (U PI)-A 
massive fire, fanned by gusts of 
wind up to 40-miles-an-hour, ex­ 
ploded in the Hollywood hills Fri 
day night, burning at least 24 
homes and causing an estimated 
$1.5 million damage, firemen re 
ported. 
The fire raged on a five-mile 
perimeter. No fatalities were re 
ported. A total of about 300 men 
battled the blaze. 
FlAnes gutted 
the

of 
“Brave New World" author Al- 
dous Huxley and raced to within 
spitting 
distance 
of 
the 
huge 
home occupied by actress Spring 
Byington. 
Huxley’s 
rambling 
two-story 
home overlooking the city was a 
charred ruin. At the height of the 
blaze firemen and workers from 
the Southern California Gas Co. 
braved flames to try to turn off 
natural gas pipes leading into the 
home to prevent an explosion. 
Neighbors reported Huxley fled 
the fire, but it has not been de­ 
termined whether his manuscripts 
—on the second floor over the ga­ 
rage — were burned. 
Firemen said that by midnight 
the fire had been pretty well con­ 
tained and official estimates on 
the number of expensive homes 
destroyed was 24. 
Burns 1,000 Acres 
The fire blackened more than 
1,000 acres in the picturesque 
area near famed Griffith Park 
Observatory. 
The 
observatory 
was 
not 
damaged 
by 
hungry 
flames which licked within yards 
of the structure. 
Observatory officials cancelled 
a show and some 300 persons 
were evacuated from the plane­ 
tarium. 
The Griffith Park zoo and bird 
sanctuary were threatened fire­ 
men reported. 
Control over the blaze — one of 
the worst in Hollywood history— 
was expected about dawn. 


Rusk charged the Russians with 
having “injected a new condi­ 
tion" into the conference ground 
rules, by insisting on giving the 
Communist rebels equal represen­ 
tation with pro-Western and neu­ 
tralist delegates from Laos at the 
meeting. 
The secretary told newsmen the 
U.S. delegation to the. Laos peace 
conference was “ready to meet 
on IO minutes notice” but could 
not sit down now until the dis­ 
pute on Laotian seating was re­ 
solved. 
Concerning his talks with the 
Soviet foreign minister this morn 
ing, Rusk said there was “no 
progress yet.” 
Rusk accused the Russians of 
throwing up a last-minute barrier 
to prevent the conference from 
opening. 
On their demand for rebel rep­ 
resentation, the U.S. official said: 
“This is not the basis on which 
we were invited and came to this 
conference.” 
Rusk said the Russians insist 
the United States and its Allies ac­ 
cept the Soviet conditions before 
the conference can start. 
Rusk, negotiating here with the 
Russians for the first time since 
he became secretary of state, was 
trying to find a way to prevent 
the 
conference 
from 
breaking 
down even before it started. 
The conference, which was to 
have opened in the Palace of Na­ 
tions Friday, has been postponed 
pending a solution of the procedur­ 
al wrangle. 
The Russians slowed prepara­ 
tions for the conference by de­ 
manding Friday night that Com­ 
munist delegates from Laos be 
seated with the same “full rights” 
as all other meml>ers. A U.S. 
spokesman immediately denounce I 
the demand as “utterly unaccep­ 
table." 
The United States is willing to 
seat as “observers” both the roy­ 
al government delegation, which 
the 
Western 
powers recognize, 
and the “neutralist” group consid­ 
ered “legal” by the Communists. 
But it flatly opposes seating the 
Pathet Lao rebels, pointing out 
they are recognized by no one 
as a government. 
Rusk was said to be willing 
to let one or two of the Pathet 
Lao be attached to the “neutral­ 
ist” observers, but that was far 
as he would go.
